The result has been that inso- 
far as American performing arts 
are concerned, the average city 
is indeed a desert. Many years 
ago the late Henry Mencken 
referred to the South as “The 
Sahara of the Bozart."’ He was 
right about it. 


Today, the problem is national 
The larger cities have small art 
galleries. A few maintain § sym- 
phony orchestras, ballet com- 
panies and little theater groups. 
(Atlanta, with an increasingly ex- 
cellent orchestra, art museum, 
ballet, theater and opera groups, 
needs even more stimulation.) 
But what cannot be overlooked 
is that hundreds of cities, with 
populations of 100,000 or more, 
have nothing at all of this coun- 
try’s culture to offer their peo 
ple. 


Great Pleasure 


Abe Feder, one of the world’s 
genuine feniuses in the field of 
lighting, recently told me _ that 
one of his greatest pleasures was 
to be called to cities about the 
country properly to light art gal- 
leries—most of them small—and 
to see the pleasure given the 
people by this opportunity to see 
art—not to read about it or 
view it on television. 


It is a sad commentary on us 
as a people that we had to be 
shocked out of our provincialism 
about our culture by the Rus- 
sians. Because of the brilliance 
and competence of their artists 
in the field of music, the dance 
and theater, we have been per- 
suaded to use federal funds to 
send our artists abroad to-dem- 
onstrate our cultural maturity. 
Are we, then, so provincial - in 
our approach to our own national 
culture development that we 
would object to annual appro- 
priations to assist in the develop- 
ment of a far-ranging program 


of our cultural competences so, 


that Americans in every region 
can enjoy them? 


That is for the future. For the 
present, we can give some rec- 
ognition and encouragement to 
those who, out of their own am- 
bitions and energies, have done 
so much work to initiate a 
Shakespearean festival. If to our 
season of opera, of symphony, 
ballet and art we can add an 
annual festival of Shakespeare's 
plays, we will enable our cultural 
candle to extend its light a much

Vandiver Delays Pay Raises 
Until State Is Sure of Funds 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver has re- 
fused to approve salary increases 
for 16,000 state employes until 
he’s sure the state has the money, 


Merit System Director Edwin L. 
Swain reported the governor's 
decision to the State Personnel 
Board Wednesday. The board rec- 
ommended the pay increases last 
May and Swain has conferred 
with Vandiver on the matter sev- 
eral times. 


The raises would run from a 
minimum of 3.9 per cent to a 
maximum of 7.8 per cent. The 
annual cost would be between 
$1.5 million and $3 million.

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U.S. Will Support 
Kennedy on Berlin 


Pres. Kennedy made it fairly plain 
to Soviet Premier Khrushchev Wednesday 
that America is going to build up its mili- 
tary strength for a stand, if necessary, at 
Berlin. | 

He also indicated to the American peo- 
ple that this is going to cost us some 
money. 

The details will come in a presidential 
speech next Tuesday, and in a message 
to Congress Wednesday. But the course of 
the President’s thinking is clear. We will 
honor our commitment at Berlin. We will 
get our military forces in shape to do it. 
We will pay whatever it costs. 

Mr. Kennedy’s manner and speech re- 
flected a clear realism and calm determi- 
nation. 

He frankly admitted tardiness in get- 
ting the West’s aid memoir on Berlin dis- 
patched to Moscow. This means the cum- 
bersome consultative process among the 
NATO allies must be streamlined. It cer- 
tainly should be, if the molasses-slow ac- 
tivity of the past two weeks is indicative. 

But Mr. Kennedy was not so swamped 
in his sea of troubles that he lost sight of 
the fact that Khrushchev has troubles, too. 
Food shortages and collisions of ideology 
in the Communist bloc were officially 
noted by the President. 

Emerging from all this was thé clear 
intention of the United States to stand fast 
in the deadly contest of wills at Berlin. 
This is necessary. When the President 
goes to the people for support next Tues- 
day, he will have it.

Big Loss at Canaveral 
Is Covered by a Saving 


Cancellation of the rocket shot at 
Cape Canaveral Wednesday cost untold 
thousands of dollars, exhausted hundreds 
of scientists and technicians, delayed the 
nation’s effort to overtake Soviet space 
successes and disappointed millions of 
early risers who watched television and 
waited. 

And all because of some clouds at 
15,000 feet which the rocket could have 
penetrated in an instant. 

But none of these inconveniences 
compared to the demands made on Capt. 
Virgil I. Grissom, who bore the strain of 
readying himself to ride the rocket and 
who must now steel himself all over 
again. 

Yet it was because of mankind’s con- 
cern for the safety of this one man that 
the cancellation came. 

The hazard presented by the clouds 
was tiny. Visual contact with the rocket 
was not necessary to its safe flight. Yet 
visual and camera contact was preferable, 
just in case anything had gone wrong. 

And space officials decided not to risk 
even the tiniest safety factor. They pre- 
ferred to shoulder the wasteful and enor- 
mous burden of stopping and starting all 
over again. 

The decision was right. Mankind will 
approve. Handling the life offered by 
one brave man requires the utmost care 
of all men.

Have School Answer? 


Tabling by the House Rules Commit- 
tee of the entire federal aid to education 
package has stunned Georgia school lead- 
ers, has left the teachers angry and has 
denied the state’s children the improved 
educational opportunities they need and 
deserve. 

The action could cost the state more 
than five millions in aid it now receives 
under the Defense Education Act for 
grants to impacted areas. Extension of this 
act, included in the bill, is now very 
doubtful. If handled separately, it is 
bound to become involved in the parochial 
school controversy, too. 

President Kennedy said yesterday that 
the House still could act on these tabled 
bills. He has an ace card in the impacted 
areas problem. If he insists that it be a 
part of the educational package on threat 
of veto, perhaps action could be forced. 
Even this seems remote. But the Presi- 
dent can and should exercise the leader- 
ship, strangely lacking on this bill, that is 
required. 

In the meantime, Georgia schools face 
a potential loss of more than five million 
dollars now received in federal aid. We 
trust that those “jubilant” members of our 
House delegation will come forward with 
proposals to make up the loss, raise teach- 
ers’ salaries and give a decent educa- 
tional chance to a million children.

Handing over the extra money for 
sales tax is an irritant to the Georgia 
consumer on nearly every purchase he 
makes.

Now Revenue Commissioner Dixon 
Oxford’s men have cracked down on busi- 
nesses scattered all over the state, charg- 
ing they took the customer’s sales tax 
money and kept it. This indication that 
the department means business is reas- 
suring to the public.

Newburgh crowd proposed, before rushing down to Washington for 
Goldwater’s richly publicized blessing, to set up its own punitive rules 
on how it will spend state and federal relief money regardless of 
how existing law earmarks the money. 

Two key points in the Newburgh program would limit relief to a 
family to three months out of the year—regardless of whether the 
father can get a job, or whether the children are hungry—and would 
deny all relief to an unwed mother who has another child, regard- 
less of whether the new child asked to be born and needed milk or 


not. 


The burdens of administering welfare in Newburgh got heavy. 
And as Georgia has seen occasionally in its own State Welfare De- 
partment, the reaction was not to correct the administration but to 
cut off the needy. That is not the right answer.

We wish just as devoutly as anyone that the American people could 
somehow be relieved of the need for social security, unemployment 
compensation and relief. Our taxes would decrease. 

But the inconvenient fact is that machines are putting men out 
of work and keeping a record number out of work at a time when 
the nation’s population is increasing by three million human be- 
ings per year. Mr. Goldwater has told us what he wants, but he 
has not addressed himself satisfactorily to what the nation needs 
in the face of that problem. The jungle simply tramples the weakest. 
We have tried to progress in civilization to the point where the well- 
fed assume a duty to the less fortunate.

Bowles Case Is 


Rusk’s Headache 


difficulties at the De- 
partment of State these days are a mystery only 
if you keep your mind on the fog. The case of 
Chester Bowles told us nothing about Bowles. 


WASHINGTON—The 


It merely brought to 


the surface some fundamental problems that are the responsibility, 
not of the undersecretary of state, but of Secretary of State Rusk 


and President Kennedy. 

What is fundamental is that the 
Department of State now is being 
called upon to act efficiently and 
imaginatively on a wide range 
of problems it has not mastered. 
It has not even mastered itself. 

For almost five years it was 
preoccupied with war and its 
powers were debased by the ris- 
ing strength of the Pentagon. 
Thereafter, it was paralyzed by 
McCarthy. And after McCarthy, 
John Foster Dulles ran it, not as 
an integrated machine but as a 
one-man show. 

Now for the first time since 
Dean G. Acheson was secretary 
of state, it is being called on to 
take charge of policies that have 
tended to slip into the hands of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
and it is doing so under severe 
handicaps. 

Before Rusk was appointed, 
Bowles was pickéd as undersec- 
retary. The undersecretary usu- 
ally has been the man respon- 
sible for running the department, 
but Bowles was more interested 
in running the world, particu- 
larly the underdeveloped parts 
thereof. 

He had some other problems, 
too. He had ideas. He had writ- 
ten books. He had the reputation 
of being a spender and a planner 


and a yearner—all dreadful han- ' 


dicaps in these parts—and in pri- 
vate conversation he was always 
throwing around continents just 
to see them splash. 

Somehow, the secretary of state 
has not quite managed to organ- 
ize his department effectively, 
serve as principal adviser to the 
President, shine in the presence 
of all the other foreign policy 
experts in the White House and 
the Pentagon, act as chief nego- 
tiator abroad, educate the public, 
console the Foreign Service, at- 
tend five state dinners a week, 
satisfy the curiosity of 2,500 


Washington correspondents, tes- 
tify brilliantly on Capitol Hill, 
tame Khrushchev, develop the 


underdeveloped, deflate the over- 
developed and stamp out Castro. 

Bowles has neither been brought 
in on the main policy discussions 
on such things as Germany, nor 
has he run the department. He 
has merely. wept for the coming 
world on the sidelines. 

This, however, is not his fault. 


Like most undersecretaries from 


Sumner Welles to Herbert Hoover 
Jr. he is merely the fall-guy of 
Foggy Bottom. Rusk himself said 
in March that the President ex- 
pected the department to ‘“‘take 
charge” of foreign policy, and 
if it hasn’t done so that is not 
the responsibility of Bowles.

Red Forgers Feed 
Capitalist Press 


TEHERAN—One of the oddest Cold War bat- 
tlefronts is that of the forgers who, sometimes 
for reasons of propaganda, sometimes for rea- 


sons of mischief and sometimes for reasons of personal profit, are 
unloading fake documents on a puzzled world. Certain of these docu- 
ments are obviously phony; others are so clever that not even ex- 
perts can be sure if they are contrived, but all of them manage 
sooner or later to find their way into print. 


In four years the CIA has uncov- 
ered 32 false papers in which Com- 
munist psychological warriors 
sought to embarrass the United 
States by disseminating lies. Early 
this vear a purportedly ‘‘secret 
British cabinet paper’ on Africa 
was circulated to make trouble be- 
tween African nationalists, Ameri- 
cans and British. 

Toward the end of the Eisenhow- 
er administration a similar crea- 
tion had assistant Defense Secre- 
tary Frank Berry admitting that 
most of our Strategic Air Com- 
mand crews were dangerously 
neurotic. After the U2 incident an- 
other fabrication asserted our 
Tokyo Embassy wished secretly to 
send back to Japan these highly 
touted reconnaissance planes. 


Other forgeries have sought to 
convince our allies that the United 
States spies on them, that Bonn 
is preparing a law to muzzle the 
press, that Washington favors 
North African Arabs over France. 
Coupled with such inventions have 
been reports larded with “circum- 
stantial evidence’ of such things 
as CIA plotting with French gen- 
erals to overthrow De Gaulle. 


After 1945 a regular “factory” 


for producing phony documents 
was established in Paris by Rus- 
sian refugees to embarrass the 
U.S.S.R. and enrich the authors. 
The most imaginative contributor 
was a former Moscow diplomat 
named Dessedovsky who showed 
considerable genius. 

This group produced some gau- 
dy “‘memoirs” by Litvinov, Stal- 
in’s erstwhile foreign minister, a 
concocted Stalin ‘‘will,”” a marve- 
lous memoir of “‘My Uncle Joe”’ 


by Stalin’s nonexistent nephew, . 


and an intimate revelation called 
“The Soviet Marshals Speak.” 
Students have proved that these 
were phonies—but not until they 
had been widely circulated. 

Unfortunately, the competitive 
instincts and credulity of the West- 
ern free press provide a ready 
market for cold war forgers. 

Now that Russian propagandists 
have detected the hunger of capi- 
talist newspapers for documents, 
real or unreal, they are making a 
business of feeding them phonies 
in the mails. It would he a wise 
precaution were all serious editors 
to analyze such “‘disclosures’’ with 
great care before they publish 
them.

THERE [IS AN ALTERNATIVE TO NUCLEAR WAR 


Benin could iia off a nuclear war. 

Mr. Khrushchev has stated his terms. He knows these terms are unac- 
ceptable to the West. He has said he will not be dislodged or bluffed out of 
his position by force or the threat of force. 

Mr. Kennedy has rejected Mr. Khrushchev’s demands. He has said that 
the United States will accept no change in the status of East Germany that 
would jeopardize the independence of West Berlin. He, too, has declared 
that the United States cannot be intimidated by the threat of nuclear force 
or the fact of nuclear force. 

Thus the unthinkables are no longer unthinkable. Only yesterday lead- 
ing statesmen warned that force as a means of settling disputes in an atomic 
age was unthinkable. They made it emphatic that the moment nations 


‘turned to nuclear war in pursuit of their objectives they destroyed both the 


objectives 4nd one another. A single nuclear-tipped missile could carry a 
special delivery death message for a million people or more. No defense, 
however ingenious, could be adequate. Hence the clear warning that re- 
course to war in today’s world was in the nature of a suicide pact. 

Now, however, a specific test arises and the unthinkables threaten to 
become the possibles. 

The Soviet Union wishes to wait no longer in settling the questions 
about Germany that were deferred at the end of the Second World War. In 
the absence of agreement among the victorious powers, Germany was 
temporarily divided into occupation zones. Berlin, the capital, happened 
to be deep inside the Eastern zone. The temporary arrangement called for 
Berlin to be divided, with the Western powers having access through East 
Germany to West Berlin. 

The Soviet Union feels that an indefinite continuation of the tem- 
porary arrangement is intolerable. Its probable reasons: 

First, East Germany has been hemorrhaging. Every week, thou- 
sands of scientists, doctors, engineers, teachers, farmers, and factory 
workers are fleeing to West Germany through the Berlin gateway. The 
economy of East Germany is undar increasing strain because of the con- 
stant loss of vital manpower. 

Second, West Berlin is a glittering showcase for the free world in- 
side the world of the Soviet satellites. No comparison in the modern 
world is more striking than is to be found today between West and East 
Berlin. 

Third, and most important, the Soviet Union has become sev werely 
apprehensive about the re-militarization of Western Germany and is 
seeking leverage on the Western powers to keep such militarization 
from going too far. 

The United States, Great Britain, and France are eager to maintain 
the showcase. They have made binding commitments to West Germany 
and to the people of West Berlin. They regard German militarization in- 
side NATO as a vita] buffer and deterrent against attack from the East. 

Faced with this challenge to their national interests, both sides have 
declared they will hold fast. This means that the nations involved are now 
on an atomic collision course. This fact is clearly understood by all. Yet 
neither side wishes the other to assume it is reluctant to risk force. And 


each has served notice it would nét lose its nerve because of the horror of 
nuclear war. 

Thus, far from being a deterrent to war, nuclear weapons have actually 
accelerated the danger of conflict, since the nations now feel compelled to 
demonstrate they will have no hesitation to use them wherever their vital 
interests are directly involved. 


All these facts in the current crisis over Berlin are relevant, but one fact. 


is dominant. 

The United States and the Soviet Union may insist on the sovereign 
right to wage war against each other on the issue of Berlin, or any other, 
but neither has the right to wage war against the human race in the pursuit 
of its national goals. 

The central meaning of atobele war today is that it is impossible to 
engage in a major nuclear exchange without killing millions of people 
outside the warring powers. The radioactive poisons pumped into the air 
in a major nuclear war would condemn or imperil all living creatures 
throughout most of the northern latitudes. 

This raises the most profound moral question to face the American 
people in their history. How far should they—or anyone else—go in carry- 
ing out their national aims? Is a policeman justified in firing into a crowd 
in an effort to kill a murderer? Is any nation justified in firing into the 
body of humanity in an effort to kill an enemy’? 

‘These are not abstract questions. They cannot be ignored. 


NO EXTERMINATION WITHOUT REPRESENTATION 


If mankind is involved, then mankind has a right to be consulted. The 
issue of Berlin is not just whether the Soviet Union is right or the United 
States is right. The issue is whether there should be extermination without 
representation; whether the contending nations have the right to proceed 
without regard for the lives and opinion of others. 

It will be said that such terrifying eventualities belong to war itself, and 
the United States has no alternative. But it is not true that no alternative 
exists. The alternative is action through the United Nations. | 

The United Nations was created for the purpose of maintaining peace. 
A threat to peace has now materialized. The Soviet Union has served notice 
that it intends to take the law into its own hands. The United States need 
not do‘the same. The United States can bring the issue of Berlin before 
the United Nations. It can argue its position in the context of world law. 
It can attempt to mobilize world public opinion penind a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Berlin question. 

The only power in the world greater than the power of nuclear force is 
the power of world public opinion. Not until this power is tapped and put 
to work can we or anyone else say that there is no alternative but force to 
Soviet intransigence in Berlin. 

Bringing a constructive proposal on Berlin before the United Nations 
can be part of a much larger effort seeking the fullest possible development 
of the United Nations itself—to the end that the U.N. can do the job it 
was created to do in the first place. 

That job is to safeguard the peace and serve the cause of human destiny. 


ONE SOLUTION THE U. N. SHOULD CONSIDER 


A BERLIN AUTHORITY IN AN ARMS-FREE GERMANY 


In going before the U.N., or in direct discussions, the U.S. can make 
these specific and constructive proposals, These can provide the minimum 
assurances that both the West and the Soviet Union can reasonably de- 
mand. They point the way to ultimate re-integration of that divided land, 
without the risk of remilitarization which could once again endanger the 
West, the Soviet Union, and the world. This solution involves the interna- 
tional supervision of Berlin through a Berlin Authority and the evolution 
of an arms-free Germany. 


A BERLIN AUTHORITY 


While Berlin may be only a part of the German problem, it could hold 
the key to a solution: 

@ Anew Berlin Authority would be formed by the U.N. (or another appro- 
priate international body) with the continued supervision of the Big 
Four, : 

@ The Berlin Authority would supervise the gradual unification of the 
administration of West and East Berlin, with powers of taxation. 

@ The Authority would maintain access routes to West Germany and 
would oversee the inspected withdrawal of armed forces of all nations 
from Berlin, and their replacement by U.N. garrisons. 

@ The Authority would be empowered to secure wei aca financing for Berlin 
from East and West Germany. 

@ The Authority would operate under a guarantee of: the city’s neutral 
status by the U.N., NATO and the Warsaw Pact. 


* 


AN ARMS-FREE GERMANY 


The larger problem of Germany can be approached in a similar way, 
with the creation by the U.N.—in cooperation with the Big Four—of a 
German Authority. This would have responsibility to carry out and in- 
spect the following agreements: 

@ Lhe prohibition of nuclear weapons from both East and West Germany. 

@ The withdrawal in stages of all foreign armed forces from all German 
territory, and their replacement by U.N. garrisons. 

8 The reduction of German military forces to a level useful only to main- 
tain internal order. 

@ The permanent establishment of the German-Polish border at the Oder- 
Niesse line. 


The process of disengagement should include Czechoslovakia and 


Poland, and perhaps Hungary, Denmark, and Norway. An arms-free Cen-. 


tral Europe could do much to ease tensions and should be urged as a step 
toward general, inspected disarmament agreements. 

The Big Four need not expect that the governments of either East or 
West Germany will be pleased with all aspects of the proposed solution. 
However, not only their long-terrn interests, but indeed their actual sur- 
vival depend on these adjustments. 

Only under international supervision ean East and West Germany 
begin to work out the means of cooperation, interchange, and eventual 
re-integration or federation. Nothing less will really solve the Berlin 
problem.

GEORGIA ROLE 


Georgia health officials played 
an important part in these trials 
which proved the isoniozid pro- 
phylaxis a good precautionary 
measure. Tests were carried out 
in Fulton, Bibb, Chatham, Mus- 
cogee and Richmond counties in 
Georgia as well as other locali- 
ties throughout the United States. 


Tests now being concluded are 
trying to determine if isoniozid 
can prevent contacts of a TB pa- 
tient from getting the disease. 


But this raises a new public 
health question: 


Will these people treated with 
isoniozid have the drug resistant 
form of the disease if they ever 
do get TB? 


One physician puts in frankly, 
“Sometimes I think we know less 
about this disease than we did 
when we started. Sometimes I 
get sick of asking myself these 
questions when no one knows the 
answer. Maybe if we knew, we'd 
get scared all over.”

Dr. John Venable, director of 
the Georgia Department of Pub- 


lic Health said, ““‘We don’t even | 
know the incubation period of the | 
disease. If a man gets TB today, | 
we're never sure he got it from | 


an outside source, nor are we 
sure he didn’t have it as a child 


and he’s just broken down again.”’ |

Does this mean there is less TB? 


Or does it mean more TB is 
being treated by family physicians 
now that drug therapy is rela- 
tively cheap and simple.

Trying to establish a nearly sol- 
id suit on defense has an irresisti- 
ble appeal to the tyro even when 
he can never get in to cash it 
later. He may have opened some 
suit in which the declarer has the 
ace and holds up. With no entrv 
card on the side, the leader should 
now shift to some other suit which 
might aid his partner. 


That this same principle can 
apply to declarer is the subject 
of our study today.

The moral which South should 
draw from this little episode is: 
Don’t continue to put money in a 
bank which is about to close its 
doors.

Two cities in Polk County—

It was a hot, cloudy Wednesday afternoon and shirt-sleeved 
citizens stood in silent tribute on the sidewalks in front of closed 
stores as some 20 cars started the funeral procession. Some were 

7 7 - : lifelong friends, others had met Cobb 
when he returned during the waning 
years and all had heard about his 
legendary feats. 


An elderly man in overalls held a 
/ Straw hat over his heart as the hearse 

passed by on the first of 30 miles to 
' Royston. 


This was Cobb country and along 
the narrow concrete ribbon to Carnes- 
ville it appeared that everyone was 
aware that Mr. Ty was riding down 

the highway for the last time. 


This was the area where Cobb 
had grown up and then left to 
conquer the world of baseball as 
no other man ever has. You 
watched the rolling red hills cov- 
ered with a brilliant coat of green 
and wondered if Cobb had hunted 
the wooded area as a boy. He

loved the tall pines, the sturdy oaks and the magnolias, and 
had spent many happy hours hunting in those woods. 


Along the highway people stood in handsome brick houses and 
in wooden shanties and looked in silence as the procession slowly 
rolled by. 


—‘Home of Baseball’s Immortal Ty Cobb’ 


A small boy steered his bike off the road, took off his baseball 
cap and stood at attention. A man behind a plow in a large cotton 
field halted a mule and did not start again until the last car was 
past. Noisy children in the yards became quiet. There was an air 
of reverence along the highway. 


State patrolmen and local officials had cleared traffic and the 
procession moved along slowly through Carnesville and on to 
Royston. Cattle grazed in pastures among the hills and the corn 
was green in fields. Nature painted one of her finest portraits 
in the North Georgia hills, a beautiful scene that Cobb never forgot 
and he always came back to view it once again no matter how long 
he stayed away. 


Clouds had blotted out the bright sun as the procession neared 
Royston. And then there was the sign at the city limits. ‘“‘Welcome 
to Royston, Home of Baseball's Immortal Ty Cobb.” And Ty Cobb 
was entering the city limits for the last time. He had come home 
to the area he always planned to make his permanent home. 


And the procession moved past the Cobb Memorial Hospital, 
the hospital Ty had built a few years ago. The doors and windows 
of the neat brick structure were crowded with patients, nurses, 
doctors and other white-clad personnel. 


And now past the old Cobb home where Ty’s father had died. 
The tall shade trees faded and the procession entered the downtown 
district. And the sidewalks, as they had been in Cornelia, were 
lined with citizens standing in silent tribute.

Church Street was the final street and the procession turned 
off it into the cemetery. Some 200 uniformed Little Leaguers, 
lining both sides of the roadway, formed a guard of honor. Most 
of their parents had not been born when Ty Cobb took his first 
step to the Hall of Fame in 1904. 


And now the procession stopped in front of the mausoleum with 
COBB chiseled in the front of the marble. The old and young friends 
were there, and there were a few who had been boys or girls 
when young Ty Cobb had first moved to Royston. They had’ known 
the man who was to become a legend. And now they had come to 
pay fimal tribute to him. 


The funeral had been private, but some 200 people were at 
the cemetery. Sid Keener, Director of the Baseball Hall of Fame, 
Mickey Cochrane, Ray Schalk, Nap Rucker, Eari Mann and Jasper 
Donaldson represented the baseball fraternity. But from every 
nook of the nation, the tamily received wires of sympathy. 


By now the skies were gray with an impending threat of rain. 
The clicking and grinding of cameras split the silence of the still 
day as pallbearers walked towards the mausoleum. 

The heavy marble entrance was closed at 5 p.m., the time 
of day that so many games had ended in Cobb's life. A Little 
Leaguer with Tigers on the front of his uniform stood in front 
with his cap over his heart.

ROYSTON—They brought Ty 
Cobb home Wednesday, to the 
red clay hills he loved and to 
the people who loved him. 

The body of baseball's all-time 
great was entombed in a white 
marble mausoleum across the 
aisle from crypts of his father, 
mother and sister. 


Funeral services were con- 
ducted in the McGahee Funeral 
Home Chapel at Cornelia by

The 
steak is usually allowed to mari- 
nate for three to four hours be- 
fore cooking.

Mari- 
nated in a savory sauce, lamb 
steaks can be barbecued quick- 
ly over the hot coals of an out- 
door grill. 

Marinate lamb shoulder 
steaks in a piquant citrus-soy 
sauce barbecue overnight in the 
refrigerator. Made from the oils 
of real fruits, lemon-lime car- 
bonated beverage adds refresh- 
ing citrus flavor to the sauce. 
Garlic, ginger and dry mustard 
blend with the soy and lemon- 
lime flavors to make a spicy 
accent to the rich lamb flavor.

This roast is often confused 
with the Spencer roast, which 
is the rib roast with bone re- 
moved, but not all outside meat. 
Spencer is much larger in dia- 
meter and fatter than the eye 
roast.

Cooking’ out is a fine old tradition that dates 
back to the days of our forefathers. But their cook- 
out was due to necessity and rather crude. 


Not any more—for today you 
can enjoy an elegant dinner by 
merely making a general exo- 
dus from the kitchen to the 
patio where the grill in it’s 
simplest form or with many 
luxurious accompaniments in- 
cluding a rotisserie, sends out 
an inviting and tantalizing 
aroma. 

And you can almost bet that 
the family’s thoughts almost au- 
tomatically center around the 
star of the show—that tempting 
cut of meat that you've almost 
made into a masterpiece. 


After a few whiffs of the 
pleasant aroma of a steak, leg 
of lamb or ham sizzling on an 
open grill, you will have every 
mouth watering in anticipation. 


CUTS OF MEAT 

Perhaps the most popular 
steaks are porterhouse, T-bone, 
club and sirloin. But don’t for- 
get about the rib eye steak (bet- 
ter known as Delmonico) which 
is the eye of the rib roast and 
well known for its tenderness: 


If your grill sports a rotis- 
serie, why not try the boneless 
rump roast, rolled rib or whole 
beef tenderloin? Any of these 
cuts are excellent since they 
have no bone. 


But don’t deprive your taste 
buds of that wonderful old fa- 
vorite—pork. You'll discover 
that a half or whole pork loin on 
a rotisserie creates an elegant 
dinner. 

Other pork cuts that take to 
outdoor cookery include shoul-

small onions, thinly 
sliced 

cloves garlic, chopped 
tbsps. fresh ginger, 
chopped, or 3 tbsps.

Combine all marinade ingredi- 
ents, pour over roast and let 
stand in this mixture for 1 hour, 
turning frequently.

Bank coals at back of firebox. 
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Make a drip pan of foil wider 
and longer than the roast.

Place roast securely 
on motor-driven spit over coals. 
Use your smoker-hood to impart 
that hickory-smoked flavor to 
the meat, or fashion one of 
heavy foil. Cook roast 1 to 1% 
hours, checking before 1 hour 
if your preference is for rare 
meat. Serve roast on wooden 
platter garnished with endive 
and pineapple rings sprinkled 
with fresh grated coconut. Ac- 
company with wild rice sea- 
soned with meat drippings. 
Serve 6 to 8. 


der butt and shoulder. But un- 
less the bone is removed, cook- 
ing these cuts on a rotisserie 
has many disadvantages. 


A well known Atlanta butcher, 
Mr. J. P. Newton, explained 
that the lamb shoulder is not as 
good as a leg of lamb for rotis- 
serie cooking. 

‘‘There is too much fat,”’ said 
Newton, ‘‘and so much waste of 
good meat.” He pointed out, 
however, that the shoulder is 
excellent for tidbits that make 
shish kebobs. 


GRADING 

Grading plays an important 
part in the selecting of good 
cuts of meat for outdoor cook- 

At first, grading and stamp- 
ing under the Federal grading 
service was limited to beef, but 
now includes lamb, mutton and 
veal. This practice of marking 
meat for quality is designed as 
an aid to the consumer in buy- 
ing meat. The stamp or brand 
is put on in such a way that 
all major retail cuts are 
marked. 


In judging the quality of beef, 
you'll discover that beef of good 
to top quality has a moderately . 
thick covering of fat over most 
of the exterior and a much thin- 
ner covering over the interior 
surface of the ribs. 


MARBLING 


Liberal deposits of fat are |o- 
cated between the larger mus- 
cles and a generous distribution 
along the connective tissue and 
between the muscle fibers. This 
is referred to as marbling. The 
lean is firm, velvety inappear- 
ance and fine in grain. 


Redness in bones indicates a 
young animal, whiteness indi- 
cates age. In lamb the color of 
the flesh varies from light to 
dark pink. As the animal grows 
older, the color deepens. In 
vearling lamb; it will be me 
dium pink to light red. and in 
mutton light to dark red. 


Lamb fat is softer than that 
of yearling or mutton. It is 
creamy white or slightly pink in 
color. The fat of yearlings is 
whiter and a little more brittle 
than lamb fat, and mutton fat 
is still whiter and more brittle. 


Pork is grayish pink, chang- 
ing to a delicate rose in the old- 
er animal. The flesh is relative- 
ly firm and fine grained, and 
free from excessive moisture. 
The lean is well marbled and 
covered with firm white fat. 


Steaks for the grill should be 
at least 1 inch thick and be 
placed 3 inches from the coals. 
Two-inch steaks are placed 
about 5 inches from the coals. 


PREVENT STICKING 


To prevent the meat from 
sticking, rub the grill with fat 
before cooking is started. Fat 
trimmed from the meat may 
be used for this purpose. You 
may make several slits in the 
fat around the edge of steaks 
to prevent them from curling 
during broiling; but be careful

The art of fire building is 
important, too. Be sure to 
begin far enough in advance. A 
common method is to place the 
charcoal briquets in a pyramid 
when fire is first started, 
spreading them out just before 
cooking the meat. The fire 
should burn until a fine gray 
ash forms on the coals, indicat- 
ing that cooking heat has been 
reached. 

SEASONING MEAT 


Broiled meat should be sea- 
soned after browning, and it 
should be turned only once. For 
turning it’s best to use tongs 
or a fork inserted into the fat 
edge to preserve the valuable 
meat juices. Keep the rest of 
the menu simple.

It was once believed that rice 
which was heavily coated with 
loose starch should be rinsed 
until the last rinse water was 
clear. But this treatment is now 
known to be wasteful of both 
minerals and vitamins. 


Laboratory tests show that 
converted rice which requires 
no rinsing and is cooked in a 
minimum of water has a much 
richer vitamin content than rice 
which is rinsed and cooked in a 
large amount of water. 


Rice tends to loose a con- 
siderable amount of its vita- 
mins even in the usual method 
of washing it three times. The 
percentage of vitamins lost is 
much greater when the water 
is poured off than when the 


water is absorbed in the rice. 


These food losses in the old 
method of cooking explain why 
undernourishment exists among 
so many of the people of nations 
that consume enormous quanti- 
ties of rice. So, cook rice in a 
way that insures the fewest pos- 
sible nutrient losses. 

SPANISH HINT 

Spanish cooks, when frying 
with olive oil, place a piece of 
bread in the oil. This serves 
several functions: When the 
bread is golden, they know the 
oil is the right temperature for 
frying, and at the same time, 
the piece of bread in the oil 
helps prevent spattering and 
absorbs strong odors, such as 
that of garlic.
